Bette Davis began as an usher. 

Gregory Peck played his first roles here. 

Jane and Peter Fonda, as teenagers, appeared 
with Father Henry. 

Lee Remick was an apprentice. 

Mel Ferrer was stage manager, as was Tom 
Tryon. 

James Franciscus was both house manager 
and stage manager. 

Actors who appeared at The Cape Playhouse 
and have since gone on to leading roles on 
Broadway include: Larry Kert in ‘‘Company;’’ 
Bernadette Peters; Rosemary Forsyth; Walter 
McGinn; Anthony Roberts; and, of course, Anne 
Baxter, who made her first stage appearance 
here opposite Gertrude Lawrence. 

This 18th-century Quaker meetinghouse, which 
has been used as a school, a meat market, 
and a stable, has nurtured many stars, In later 
years, most have. returned to the first star 
dressing room and the appreciative applause of 
Cape Cod audiences.

VIVIAN BLAINE (Frances Black) has just 
returned from a national tour with the Fred 
Ebb-John Kander musical, ‘*‘Zorba,’’ During a 
short hiatus of the tour this spring she flew 
into New York for the spectacular Tony Awards 
on ABC, She was, to put it mildly, the hit of the 
program, singing ‘‘Adelaide’s Lament’’ from 
“‘Guys and Dolls.’’ Audiences will remember 
that Miss Blaine played the longeengaged lady 
in the hit Frank Loesser musical on Broadway, 
in London, and in films. Her major films ine 
clude starring roles in ‘“‘Something for the 
boys,’’ “‘Nob Hill,’’ ‘‘State Fair,’’ “‘Skirts Ahoy,” 
and “‘Public Pidgeon Number One.”” For anumber 
of years she was a contract player on the 20th 
Century Fox lot, On Broadway she followed a 
long run in “‘Guys and Dolls’’ with other star- 
ring roles in ‘‘Say Darling’’ and ‘‘Enter Laughing.” 
She took over the Broadway company and toured 
in the dramatic hit, ‘Tlatful of Rain.’’ Her sum- 
mer appearances include ‘‘Streetcar Named De= 
sire,’’ ‘‘Take Me Along’’ with Arthur Godfrey, 
“Marriage Go Round’’ with Louis Jordon, “‘Gyp-

KITTY CARLISLE (Irene Livingston) popular 
star panelist on “‘To Tell the Truth’’, has been 
aptly described as a dynamic concentration of 
glamour, wit, intelligence, with a natural ap- 
titude for performing -« whether before the 
motion picture or TV cameras or on the stage 
or lecture platform. She made her professional 
debut at the Capitol Theatre in New York ina 
condensed version of the musical, “‘Rio Rita’’, 
Moving over to Broadway and the legit theatre, 
she appeared next in ‘“‘Champagne Sec*’, an 
English-language version of the Johann Strauss 
light opera “‘Die Fledermaus’’, In the role of 
Prince Orlofsky, Kitty was a smash hit and the 
movie producers began beating a path to her 
door. Four months later found her in Hollywood 
at the beginning of her motion picture career, 
Her credits include ‘“‘Here Is My Heart’’ with 
Bing Crosby, and the classic comedy “‘A Night 
at the Opera’’ with the Marx Brothers, Among 
the songs that Kitty popularized are such pere~ 
nnial standards as ‘‘Cocktails for Two,’’ “‘June 
in January’’ and ‘‘Alone.’’ Another phase of her 
diversified career included a number of jaunts 
around the country’s top nightclubs and hotels, 
It was during a respite in New York before going 
on tour that the most important event in her life 
occurred, She met and married playwright-direc= 


tor Moss Hart. In recent years, the actress- 
singer has played in ‘‘The Rape of Lucrece’”’ 
and “‘The Anniversary Waltz’’ on Broadway, jand 
starred in the revival of ‘Kiss Me Kate” at 
the New York City Center. Following her hus- 
band’s fatal heart attack in 1961, Mrs. Hart 
was inactive for a time and then returned to 
her professional life. During the past five years, 
she has made 500 appearances across the country 
as a lecturer, in addition to her activities as 
a TV panelist and singing star. It was in part 
as a lecturer that she came into contact with 
many women’s groups and began to intensify 
her interest in women’s activities. Governor 
Rockefeller appointed her chairman of a state- 
wide conference on women in May 1966. As 
chairman, she made a six month study of con~+ 
ference suggestions. Results of the study were 
presented January 1, 1967, in the Kitty Car- 
lisle Hart Report. The osoay along with the 
report of Mrs. Oswald Lord’s Committee on the 
Education and Employment of Women (1964), 
recommended the creation of a special women’s 
unit for representation and action on the exe= 
cutive level. Miss Carlisle is currently chairman 
of a committee of the Red Cross for St. Alban’s 
Naval Hospital, She is active on the Board of 
Overseers’ Visiting Committee for the Visual and 
Performing Arts and Music Board of Harvard 
University. In April, 1968, Yale University ap~ 
pointed her a Timothy Dwight Associate Fellow.
